Wistaria Town Ablaze With 
Color As Hundreds Of Vines 
Come Into Full Bloom 

Next Monday the most success¬ 
ful of all Sierra Madre's Wistarin 
fetes closes, and the thousands 
upon thousands of lavender flow¬ 
ers will commence to yield to the 
big vine’s summer clothing of 
leaves. 

More than 27,000 people al¬ 
ready have come to Sierra Madre, 
primarily to see the fete, have 
driven down the flowered streets 
and marveled at the luxurious 
Spring garb that nature has 
lavished on the countless gardens 
here. And still they come, in long 
processions of cars. 

So much has the fete surpassed 
any previous year, and so lovely 
are the blossoms yet, that the 
firemen have decided to extend 
the closing day until Monday, in¬ 
stead of the previously arranged 
Sunday. The entire proceeds of 
the extra day will be contributed 
to the Red Cross Chapter here 
for relief work in Long Beach 
and other towns stricken by the 
earthquake. 

Now at the height of its glory, 
the Big Vine is not lonesome in 
its beauty. Besides the hundreds 
of small vines in nearly every 
dooryard in the city there are 
several good sized plants that 
have occasioned much comment 
during the various garden tours 
that have been conducted by the 
Red Cross. 

At Mrs. Cora Corum's ranch, 
at the foot of Sturtevant Trail, 
there is a vine .heavy with laven¬ 
der bloom, that trails over arbors 
and reaches for 60 feet about the 
house, many of its tendrils 
climbing ambitiously up the 
mountainside in the backyard. In 
the beautiful gardens of 
Miss Thomasella Graham there is 
not only a large Chinese wistaria 
of the usual variety, but a white 
Japanese species as well.

Paving Of Central 
Avenue In Arcadia 
Undertaken At Last 

Arcadia started work Wednes¬ 
day on the improvement of Cen¬ 
tral avenue from the eastern 
boundary of Sierra Madre to 
Double Drive, thus assuring at 
last a safe and modern roadway 
outlet for this city in that direc¬ 
tion.

of local men now at work in¬ 
cludes 121 on the spreading 
grounds, 10 on the Santa Anita 
Highway, four on the San Gabriel 
Canyon project, and nine on flood 
control work in the Santa Anita 
wash. Last month's appropria¬ 
tion exceeded the preceeding 
month by a thousand dollars, ac¬ 
cording to city reports. 

The flood control conduit, which 
will bring the water of the Los 
Angeles Flood Control wash at 
the mouth of the Little Santa 
Anita, down Sycamore Place to 
Grand View avenue and to the 
three-acre foot basin now under 
construction on the spreading 
grounds will have a capacity of 
100 acre feet every 24 hours. This 
means that all flood waters may 
be taken care of adequately, and 
diverted into the spreading 
grounds to filter into the under¬ 
ground basin from which the 
city's water supply is pumped. 

In detail the conduit will con¬ 
sist of a high capacity pipeline 
leading from the head of Syca¬ 
more to a catch box on Grand 
View avenue. Flood waters al¬ 
ready coming into the box from 
the quarterway station will be 
cared for through a side en- .. 
trance, and the water from the 
new pipe enter through the front. 

Tuition At Jay see 
Would Cut Number 
Of Pupils In Half ? 

Striking out at legislation he 
characterized as tending to dis¬ 
rupt the educational system of 
the State, Pasadena School Super¬ 
intendent John Sexson stated 
Monday night at a Town meet¬ 
ing in the Crown City that the 
enrollment at the Pasadena Junior-j 
College would drop one half if 
the proposed bill to charge a $50 
per semester tuition fee were 
passed through the legislature.

For example, the United 
States is the only nation curtail¬ 
ing school expenditures at the 
present time.”

Citizens Petition 
For Repeal Of City 
Prohibition Law 

(Continued from Page One ) 
a regular session before the ordi- 
I nance prayed for may be intro- j 
duced or considered, whatever 
your disposition in the situation 
may be." 

And so there was no special 
Council meeting, the dry or¬ 
dinance continues in effect and 
the city's celebrations will neces¬ 
sarily consist of private if not al¬ 
together quiet parties here and 
there. And the situation, legally, 
will probably prevail for at least 
two weeks, the first regular not¬ 
ing of the Council being sched¬ 
uled for next Wednesday. 

The repeal petitions were hur¬ 
riedly put into circulation on 
Tuesday and sought to make it 
possible for local markets to sell 
beer so that the jollification 
might be unconfined here. They 
read as follows: 

Realizing that the sale of beer 
and wine in nearby cities as au¬ 
thorized by recent legislation will 
take from Sierra Madre mer¬ 
chants thousands of dollars of 
business rightfully theirs, the 
undersigned merchants and regis¬ 
tered voters respectfully petition 
the Honorable Council of the City 
of Sierra Madre to immediately 
call a special meeting and repeal 
or modify City Ordinance No. 269 
to comply with Federal regula¬ 
tion governing the sale of light 
wines and beer. 

"The undersigned petitioners 
further request that such modi¬ 
fication include a provision, mak¬ 
ing it illegal to sell legal beer or 
wine to minors." 

Some curiosity was expressed 
| as to whether in the event that 
Ordinance 269, enacted in 1923, is 
repealed, a former regulatory act. 
Ordinance No. 11, would auto¬ 
matically be in effect. This law, 
passed in 1907, was repealed by 
the later legislnUon, which in¬ 
cluded provision that any mea¬ 
sure opposed to itself be null and 
void.
